By the decisive vote of 159 to 16,

bill was passed by the house yesterday 
afternoon, shortly before 2 o'clock, and 
the second general bill of the session, 
lacked only the signature of the gov- 


ernor’ to becoming operative.

’ come a law it must be passed upon by 
' the voters of Georgia at the next gen- 
' eral election.

The senate restricted this clause to 
be effective only until 1910, but the 
house cut the date off and it stands 
for all time.

The commercial telegraph 
who walked out Sunday afternoon were 
even more enthusiastic over, and better 
pleased with, the situation last night 
than they have been at any time since 
employer and employee paried company 
in Atlanta. 
r Both the Western Union and the Pos- 
tal management assertéd that conditions 
existing yesteraay were much better 
than they had been at any 
the strike began. 

Open doors were kept at strikers’ head- 
quarters throughout the day, while the 
main entrances to both telegraph com- 
panies were not in the slightest ob- 
structed. 

So the story of th strike for the day 
was a story o ftwo sides—sides very wide 
apart and wholly unlike, 

The telegraphers were positive in their 
assertions that both companies were 
hard hit, and that-neither was doing 
any business; that there had not been a 
desértion from the ranks of the oper- 
ators, but that, on the contrary, the 
force of strikers had been increased ma- 
terially since the first step was taken. 

Claim to Be Victorioas. 

‘We have the fight whipped already,”’ 
said a leading member of the telegra- 
phers’ organization, “and the compa- 
nies know it. They are doing no busi- 
ness, and just as soon as the public 
quits standing for the deal now coming 
it will all be over.” 

Superintendent Levin, of the Western 
Union, and. Manager Beatty, of the Pos- 
tal, declared a perfect satisfaction with 
the situation, both saying that they were 
moving all the business that came their 
way and were able to care for their pa- 
trons promptly. 

“We have about thirty men tn our op- 
erating room,’” said Superintendent Lev- 
in? “and have cleaned up everything. 
So far as we are concerned, the strike is 
a thing of the pas. In fact, there is no 
Strike. The men went out, and I would 
not take one of them back now without 
orders from headquarters.” 

“We have no personal differences with 
the men who left our office."’ remarked 
Manager Beatty: “and ] would be willing 
to take back any who apply for re- 
instatemen, provided they do not wait 
too long.’’ 

During the morning the telegraphers 
convened again in their hall in the Em- 
ery building. There was that Same en- 
thusiasm, same confidence which was so 
easily apparent at the first meet’ ng. 
Every one seemed certain of ultimate 
success and not the slightest impatience 
at the delay was shown. A number of 
talks were made by members of the or- 
ganization, and each was a positive pre- 
diction that the telegraphers were sure 
to win in the long run. Among those

The Western Union 
has placed cots on the same floor with 
its operaiing’ rooms for a number of the 
me nwho do not leave the building, ever 
when they are not at work, 

The Associated Press managed to get 
a line in and out yesterday, and the aft- 
ernoon papers presented a fair service, 
while The Censtitution this morning 
shows a much better success. The aft- 
ernoon field, The Journal, received about 
35 per cent of what it usually gets, while 
The Constitution had only a slight ad- 
vantage over the evening field. During 
the night the Associated Press succeed- 
ed in getting a line into Macon and Sa- 
vannah for the first time sinee the strike, 
and papers in both cities were given a 
limited service.

Being a woman of some 
means and of high social position in her 
Own country, and naving relatives among 
prominent people in the south, Miss Van- 
derauwea was able to bring great in- 
fluence to hear in her behalf. She final]- 
ly was permitted to join her relatives, 
pending a final disposition of her case. 
She was examined by sOme of the mos* 
eminent oculists in the south, all of whom 
declared that she was rot affected with 
trachoma, and never had been. In the 
latter part of June Senator McEnery, ot 
Louisiana, appealed to the president to 
prevent Miss Vafiderauwea’'s deportation, 
but he decided on Juiy 26 not to inter- 
fere. Acting Secretary Smith ordered 
the special board of inquiry to recon- 
vene and by a vote of two to one the 
board decided to admit her to the coun- 
try. The dissenting member appealed to 
the department of commerce and labor, 
and in an opinion rendered today Acting 
Secretary Smith sustained the finding of

By a decisive vote, and without @ 
murmur of protest the house went on 
record, yesterday afternoon, as favor- 
ing the investigation of the alleged 
ownership of the Central of Georgia 
railroad by the Southern, or any other 
corporation ,or individuals, in violation 
of the state constitution. ; 

This expression was brought out when 
the resolution, introduced early in the 
session, favorably reported by the rail- 
road committee and its adoption urged 
by the press of the state, was brought 
up, by special order for the considera- 
tion of the house. 

The house was so unanimous for the 
measure that no time was lost in de- 
bate or explanation, but was put to @ 
vote and adopted at once. 

No sooner was this action taken than 
it was transmitted to the senate, where 
it will be read fcr the first time this 
morning. 

A few minor amendments, suggested 
by the committee and introduced in 
the name of the author of the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Hardman, of Jefferson, were 
adopted. 

These provide that instead of a com- 
mittee of three citizens being appoint- 
ed by the governor to form this com- 
mission, that a committee of three 
from the house and two from the sen- 
ate be named by the speaker and the 
president of these respective bodies 
and these constitute the legislative 
committee. 

Another amendment was adopted 
whereby this committee is vested with 
all of the powers ot a superior court 
to compel the attendance of witnesses 
and the production of books, whereby 
it could sit in session anywhere in the 
United States. 

Instead of leaving the compensation 
to the gencral assembly to fix it was 
fixed by this house at $4 per day for 
those days actually engaged in this 
work and in addition the actual trav- 
eling expenses of the committee. 

4ne committee is required to report 
to the governor and the general as- 
sembly, at its next session, the result 
of these investigations with such rec- 
ommendations as it may gee fit to 
make.. 

It was also provided that this com- 
™ittee have power to investigate any 
other corporations thought to be com- 
bining in detriment to the best inter- 
est of the state and in violation of the 
constitution.

resolution, under which 
is to act. without the 
amendments recorded here has been 
printed in The Constitution. In it 
there is stipulated what the course of 
action shall be in regard to this inves- 
tigation and full rein for all possible 
probing by the committee is made. 

All! possible power is given and in 
addition the committee is to have the 
services of special counsel to aéd in the 
prosecution of this investigation. 

If the committee should find 
those roads or any other corporation: 
are existing in violation of their char- 
ters the attorney general is to be in- 
structed to proceed for the revocation 
of these and the dissolution of any 
illegal combination. 

After consideration had been given 
to this resolution the house turned its 
attention to the passage of minor ap- 
propriation bills of pensions and the 
like. It was 7:15 o'clock before final 
adjournment was had to meet again 
this morning at 9 o'clock.

IN TAX RETURAS 


Growth in rival Property Vales 
Will Approximate $40,000,000, 


HEARD FROM 


132 COUNTIES 


These Report Net Gains Over Last 
Year of Nearly $35,000,000—Sev- 
enteen Counties Show Ag- 
gregate Losses of Little 
Over a Million, 


Tax digests received at the office of 
the comptroller-general up to yesterday 
indicate that the total returns this year 
are going to exceed those of last year 
by nearly $40,000,000, a larger increase 
than that shown in 1906 over the tax 
valuations of the year before. 

Including yesterday, the digests had 
been received from 132 counties, leaving 
fourteen yet to be heard from. 

The aggregate gains in !I15 of these 
counties are $35,781,465 over the re- 
turns of last year. 

The aggregate losses in seventeen coun- 
ties are $1,083,309. 

This gives net gains over last year in 
the 132 counties which have reported of 
$34,698, | 54. 

The average gain in each county of 
the state is little less than a quarter 
of a million. 

Therefore if the remaining fourteen 
counties keep up the average, the total 
net gain over last year will run over 
$38,000,000. 

A gain of at least $32,000,000 !s expect- 
ed in the corporation values, which will 
give a ‘otal gain of approximately $70,- 
000,000 over 1!906. 

This will run the total tax returns of 
the state up to approximately $700,000.- 
000, which wil! be higher than they ever 
have been in the history of the state. 

High-water mark was reached just pri- 
\ or ‘to the war, before the emancipation of

PERRY, OF GAINESVILLE, 
SPEAKS FOR GOVERNOR 


Colonel H. H. Perry, of Gainesville, 
having been requested by the governor 
of the state, according to his statement, 
appeared before the senate finance com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon in behalf of 
the section of the tax act which levied |! 
per cent as an income tax on,all cor- 
porations. 

He stated that he was surprised that 
Colonel T. B. Felder should have sin- 
gied out “such a modest man as he 
was,’ and charged him with pursuing 
the telephone and telegraph companies. 

He said that this section of the act 
had passed the house by a vote of 164 
and that he thought the senate should 
adopt it also. 

Hie discussed in detail the 
features of the proposed tax act. re- 
|\ferring freely to a number of sections 
of the code which he had before him. 

He declared that the committee shou!d 
place a straight 2 per cent tax on the 
income of the corporations, instead of 
the | per cent suggested in the tax act. 

He argued that the laws provided for 
the levying of both an ad valorem and 
an occupation tax, and that Governor 
Terrell, in his message in 1906, had ré- 
quested that a tax be levied on corpora- 
thus according to the capita] stock, Dut 
this plan netted the state only $30,00C 
instead of a larger amount, as was ex- 
pected. 

He referred to the situation in other 
states, and said that Georgia was the 
‘only state which did not levy a large 
tax upon the corporations. He produced 
the record, which showed that with the

exception of South Dakota, Indian Tet- 
ritory and one other state, that Georgia 
was collecting a tax smaller than any 
other state, per mile, upon the railway 
lines. 

He contended that in former years the 
representatives in the general assembly 
had been too weak to exercis, their 
right in performing their duty. 

He said that these members of the 
general “Assembly had lacked sufficient 
manhood and had been laughed at by 
northern papers and magazines because 
they were controlled by the corpora- 
tions. 

He declared that when a man who fe- 
ceived only $500 had to pay a tax, that 
it “cut to the bone,” and he paid it out 
of the necessities of life, whereas the 
man who received $5,000 paid his tax 
out of the luxuries, and that the per- 
son or corporation should bear the 
larmer part of the burden, thus relieving 
the poor man. 

Frequently Colonel Perry was inter- 
rupted with questions from Colonel Fel- 
der and others. 

After the address 
Hon. Dupont Guerry spoke in favor of 
a prohibitory tax on club lockers. 

Cc. J. Simons, president of the Atlanta 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
spoke against the occupation tax. He 
argued that the tax proposed was un- 
just, unfair and would work a hardship 
upon his company. 

At the conclusion of the speeches the 
committee went into executive session, 
and adjourned at 6:30 o'clock to meet 
again at 8:30.

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THE DISFRANCHISEMENT BILL. 


The negro disfranchisement bill bears the distinction of being the first 
of the administration or Macon platform measures to be enacted into law. 
It is true the anti-lobbying bill and the anti-pass bill have gone through 
both houses, but both in such emasculated shape—the one by the senate 
and the other by the house—that they could not possibly be recognized as 
administration measures. | 

But the disfranchisement bill is enacted without material quarrel as to 
its terms between the two branches of the genera] assembly. 
direct to the governor within the next day or two, in substantially the same 
form in which it was passed on yesterday by the house by 4 vote of 159 
to 16; will be signed, and submitted to the people for ratification in the 
general election of 1908. 

Regarding the advisability, the wisdom of and the necessity for this 
legislation, The Constitution stands just where it did last year, with those 
who believe the ultimate effect of it will prove deleterious to the best 
interests of the state. More than that, we believe now, as we believed then, 
that there is danger in this law which, though it may lie dormant for a 
period of years, perhaps even a decade, will at last become manifest in 
serious and unfortunate results, which the people do not now foresee, and 
will not unti] they are upon them. Justly and impartially administered, the 
new law must disfranchise many white Georgians; must admit to the privi- 
lége of the ballot many educated, property-owning negroes, upon whom it 
will act as a stimulus to concern themselves in matters of the ballot box, 
as they have long since ceased to do.

Negro Prisoners and White. 

A special report on the number of 
prisoners and juvenile delinquents in 
institutions of detention and correc- 
tion in this country presents several 
facts of more than ordinary nterest. 

For instance, Dr. Roland P. Falkner, 
special agent of the bureau of the 
census, who instituted the work, and 
John Koren, who carried it on, has 
dizcovered: 

1. More negro prisoners than whites 
in proportion to population. 

2. The negro prisoners are more 
ycuthful. 

3. The proportion of women prison- 
ere is decreasing. 

While the total number of negro 
prisoners committed during the year 
1904 was less than the total number 
cf whites, the. proportion was greater. 
The number of colored prisoners 
amounted to only 16.4 of the whole, 
but according to the census of 19(’ 
the colored people formed only 12.1 
per cent of the population. 
149,691 prisoners, there were in 1904, 
125,093 whites and 24,598 colored. 
Among the colored people are in- 
cluded 186 Mongolians and 714 In- 
dians. 

There should be, in proportion to 
pepulation, eight white criminals: to 
one colored. 

The report shows that the colored 


prisoners were responsible for nearly | 


ore-third of the more serious crimes 

for which prisoners were committed. 
These conditions are not confined 

to the south, but hold good in every 


'section except in Arizona and North 
As to the law itself and its ultimate effects, we must continue to hold | Dakota, where the colored population 


is composed chiefly of Indians. 

In discussing the age of prisoners, 
the report recites that 60 per cent of 
those of known age committed during 
the year 1904 were between 20 and 40 
years, and that 71 per cent of the ne- 
groes were under 30 years of age. 

This is further substantiation of 
the belief held throughout the south 
that the younger generation of ne 
groes are more idle, _ shiftless and 
criminal than those born before the 
war. Whether due to heredity or 
environment, this fact remains. 
Whether the criminal instinct devel- 
ops earlier in the negro; or whether 
the present condition of family life 
among the races, the lack of discip- 
line which surrounded them in former 
days, has served to make criminals 
o? the younger negroes is an academic 
question. The records prove that the 
proportion of negro prisoners is great- 
er, they commit most of the more se- 
rious crimes and the average age of 
the criminal is younger than for the 


whites.

Member of the House, Plead 
Cause of Ex-Slaves. 


Representative Rogers, of MicIntosh, 
the only negro member Of the house, in- 
troduced an amendment to the Felder 
disfranchisement bill which would have 
nullified the provisions of the measure, 
aS it gave the elective franchise to all 
ex-Slaves or their descendants. 

Ele did not seek recognition to support 
his amendment, hoping to do so while 
explaining his vote on some other amend- 
ment, but tO Save time the house cut 
out all such explanations, and there was 
no chance to deliver the speech. The 
speech which he had framed, but which 
the members of the house did not hear, 
was as follows: 

Mr. Speaker: This bill gives special favors 
to the old soldier. I suppose there is no gen- 
tleman in this house who is not in favor of 
making an exception in favor of thse who 
gave their lives in service for others. 

Certainly I am in favor of giving special 
favors to those who rendered special service. 
But I think it ought to apply to all alike. I 
assume that every man in this house wants to 
do the fair thing. 

If it is fair to make an exception of the 
old soldier who went to th® war and fought, 
would it not be fair also to make an excep- 
tion of the old slave who stayed at home, 
caring for the wives and children of the old 
soldier and providing him with the sinews 
of war? 

If it is fair to make an exception of the son 
the old soldier, would it not also be fair to 
make an exception of the son of the old 
slave, especially since the son of the old 
soldier has many advantages denied the sons 
of youn former faithful slaves? 

In thé interest of fairness, Mr. Speaker, I 
submit this amendment. There is not a man 
here that does not love both the old soldier 
and the old slave. Let us treat them and 
their children alike.

MISS M'KINLEY 
PASSES AWAY 


She Was One of Atlanta’s 
Most Prominent 
Educators. 


Miss Junia McKinley died yesterday 
afternoon at |! o’clock at her residence 
in Kirkwood, after a lingering illness 
of several months. 

A year ago her health began to fail, 
and early in the summer she came into 
the city where at one of the private 
gsanitariums she was operated on, !t 
being hoped that her recovery would 
follow. Miss McKinley returned home 
geveral weeks ago. Her strength, Nnow- 
ever, did not return; she grew gradua:- 
ly weaker, and died peacefully yester- 
day. 

At her bedside were her brother, 
Joseph McKinley, her sister, Mrs. Fan- 
nie Scales, her neice, Miss LEsteliq 
Whelan. 

She was the. sister of the late Mrs. 
Salonel McKinley Bussy, who was one 
of Georgia’s well known educators, hav- 
ing succeeded Miss Laura Haygaod, as 
principal of the Girls’ High school. 

Miss McKinley -was an educator by 
profession, and a specialist in history 
and genealogy. With superb mental 
equipment, and a character and nature 
of rare loveliness; she was well equipped 
for the position she has held in public 
life and has been since her girlhood an 
admired member of the social realm. 


Miss McKinley is generally recognized 
as one of the founders of the National 


Society of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
ca Revolittion. She was the organizer 
and a charter member of the Atlanta 
chapter Daughters of the American Rev. 
olution, the oldest chapter in the asso- 
ciation. She not only organized tne 
chapter, but through her researches had 
a knowledge of nearly every woman in 
Georgia eligible to the association. 

Through her, many were enabled (to 
establish their rights of membership, and 
she has filled all the active oltices 
within the giving of the Georgia Daugr- 
ters. She has been state regent, and 
organizer, and several years ago Was 
made honorary #tate regent for life. 

She has frequently addressed the Na- 
tional Association at their annual meet- 
ings, and has been a prominent factor in 
the success of Many movemets under- 
taken by the daughters. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri. 
can war, she was among the first of 
the women. in the south to come to tne 
aid of the sick and wounded Soldiers. 
She organized a relief work in Atlanta, 
and during the period of the war did 
beautiful personal work for the hospital 
eat Fort McPherson, 

She is a menvoer of other historic anda 
patriotic associations, and her inspira- 
tion and interest witl be greatly missed 
by them. 

Miss McKinley was a relative of tne 
late President McKinley, and on the oc- 
casion of his inauguration was among 
the notable women in the reception 
line. 

Mrs. H. M. Patty, vice recegent of the 
Atlanta chapter D. A. R., has called a 
meeting of the chapter to take place at 
her residence, !6 EF, Linden street, at 
4:30 o'clock this afternoon for the pur- 
pose of drafting suitable resolutions on 
the death of Miss McKinley, the found- 
er of the chapter.

Counciiman Press Huddleston, of the 
second ward, chairman of the commit- 
tee on street railways, was notified yes- 
terday by President P. 8.

any to be found in the country. The de- 
cisien was reached after Councilman 
Huddleston had received a petition from 
a number of citizens living on the Mc- 
Daniel street line, which he presented to 
President Arkwright. 

List of Old Regime. 

The removal of these cars will be the 
last of the Joel Hurt regime. The city 
had a large mber of ithese ‘cars at 
the time of the consolidation tn 1902, and 
the present company did not feel that 
it could throw them away, as they cost 
several hundred dollars each. But now 
the order has gone forth, and the longi- 
tudinals are on their way to the scrap 
Pile. The company. would make the 
change earlier than January |, says Mr. 
Arkwright, only the car shops are work- 
ed to capacity trying to keep pace with 
the growth of traffic and supply the pres- 
ent high standard of service. The plant 
is being enlarged and in a short time 
will turn out a large number of new 
cars, 

Work of widening Peachtree road from 


Brookwood to Buckhead has been start- 
ed and it is understood that the company 
will begin to extend its tracks to Buck- 
head as soon ag the county commission- 
ers are ready. 

Hapeville Right of Way. 

The Hapeville right of way from East 
Point has about been acquired, though 
considerable opposition is said ito have 
been met, and the laying of tracks on 
this extension will begin in the 
near future. The work of extending the 
Capitol avenue ling from Bass street to 
Haygood street is progressing rapidly. 

There @re a number of other lesser 
improvements under way, while the elec- 
trical department and the gas company 
are said to be keeping pace with the 
street railways department.
